| Religious Motifs On U.S. Issues 


Several Stamps Revealed 
As Having Backgrounds And 
Designs Of Biblical Origin 


Harry Abma 


Postage stamps are issued primarily for postal purposes and not for 
religious reasons. They provide a convenient method of indicating that 
the charges for the transportation and delivery of mail have been pre- 
paid and are not intended to promulgate or advertise the religious views 


of the people of the country of issue. 


This does not mean that those 


views do not sometimes become discernable in the designs of the stamps 


of a particular country. 


The stars and crescents on the stamps of Tur- 


key, the saints and popes on those of Italy and Spain leave little doubt 


about the dominant religions of these countries. 


There are, on the 


other hand, many countries whose dominant, or even whose official 
religion could not possibly be guessed from the designs of its stamps. 


The stamps of Great Britain and 
those of the Netherlands give us no 
clue regarding the prevailing relig- 
ion of the people of these coun- 
tries. So far as their stamps are 
concerned, they could be Buddhists, 
Shintos, Mohammedans, Roman 
Catholics, Protestants or even in- 
fidels. 

From the postage stamps of the 
United States we can learn that 
we are, at all events, not a nation 
of atheists. There are at least three 
stamps issued by this country on 
which the name ‘‘GOD”’ occurs. 
One of these is the Florida Cen- 
tennial issue of 1945. The central 
design of this stamp is a repro- 
duction of the Great Seal of the 
State of Florida. Inscribed in the 
circular frame of the seal are the 
words, “In God is our Trust’’. 

This would seem to indicate that 
the people of Florida at the time 
they designed their state seal pro- 
fessed to believe in God. Not only 
that but they also professed to put 
their trust in Him. More than like- 
ly the descendants of the Hugue- 
nots and Walloons, who were 
among the earliest settlers of 
Florida, were then still influential. 

But, how about the other 47 
states? Well, in 1928, this country 
issued a stamp commemorating 
the 150th anniversary of Washing- 
ton’s encampment at Valley Forge. 
On this stamp are inscribed below 
the central figure, the words, “In 
God We Trust.”” This profession of 
trust in God applies to the entire 
country, not just to oneof its 
states. 

Whether or not Washington real- 
ly prayed at Valley Forge is a 
question of dispute among histori- 
ans. The evidence for it is some- 
what shaky, but whether he did or 
not, the people of this country ap- 
parently like to think of their na- 
tional hero as a man who prayed 
at least once in an emergency. 

Samuel Finley Breese Morse, as 
we all know, was the man who in- 
vented the telegraph. That was in 
1844. In 1944, our government is- 
sued a stamp commemorating the 
event. Archemedes, when he deter- 
mined the weight of the gold in Hi- 
ero’s crown by applying the prin- 
ciple of specific gravity, is said to 
have exclaimed, ‘‘Eureka, Eureka 
— I have found, I have found.” 
Most of us, upon solving some dif- 
ficulty or finishing some project, 
would probably say to ourselves, 
“By cracky, I made it.” Not so, 
Samuel Morse. 

He, when he had set up his ap- 
paratus and strung a wire from 
Washington to Baltimore, recog- 
nized that what he had invented 
was after all, something that God 
had done, and that he, Samuel 
Morse, was only an instrument in 
Gods’ hands; and so the first words 
which he coded over the wires were 
“What hath God wrought!’’ These

words, incidentally, are a direct 
verbatim quotation from the Bible 
and this is, I believe, the only 
case of such a quotation on a 
stamp of this country without any 
alteration whatsoever. 

There is, as we shall see after 
a bit, another one which comes 
close but that is altered somewhat. 
The phrase, ‘‘What hath God 
wrought!’’ occurs in the Book of 
Numbers, Chapters 23 vs. 23. Balak 
the king of the Moabites, had sent 
for Balaam, the son of Bear to 
curse the Israelites who were en- 
camped in the desert, ready to in- 
vade his country. 

But God did not permit Balaam to 
curse Israel and caused him to 
bless them instead, and in one of 
his prophetic blessings, Balaam 
uses these words, ‘“‘Surely there is 
no enchantment against Jacob, 
neither is there any divination 
against Israel; according to this 
time it shall be said of Jacob and 
of Israel, “What hath God 
wrought!’’ 

Morse, besides being a Doctor of 
Laws and Literature, besides be- 
ing a painter of note, a top-flight 
physicist and chemist, and besides 
being a greater inventor, seems al- 
so to have known his Bible. 

There are four other stamps is- 
sued by this country on which ap- 
pear quotations from the Bible or 
allusions to incidents or names 
mentioned in it. From which, we 
may infer that the people of Amer- 
ica have at least some regard for 
that Book of books. The authorities 
in this Country thought enough of 
the Bible to issue a stamp com- 
memorating the 500th anniversary 
of the printing of the first copy of 
it. It is true that it is really the 
invention of printing from move- 
able type that is commemorated 
but the Bible was the first book 
printed by that process, and so it 
is also the Bible that is honored. 

It is even called the Holy Bible. 
A book that makes false claims 
for itself can hardly be called Holy. 
It can be holy only if it is the 
authentic Word of God, Himself. If 
it is not that, it is a huge fraud 
and frauds are not usually called 
holy. 

We come now to that other stamp 
issued by this country on which is 
inscribed a quotation from the Bi- 
ble, only very slightly altered. It 
is the Massachusetts Bay Colony 
Tercentennial. The Great Seal of 
the Mass. Bay Colony is repro- 
duced as the central design of this 
stamp. It shows an Indian stand- 
ing between two pine trees, or 
maybe cornstalks, with a bow and

Later Wm. Gladish, the Evening 
Citizen Stamp editor in Ottawa 
revealed to his many readers that 
he had received a First-Day Cover 
of the complete unrevised set from 
a well-known Canadian philatelist 
in London, Ontario, postmarked 
January 19, 1950. 

This started the whole argument. 
Collectors requested me to write 
to the London, Ont., postmaster, 
believing that Canada’s capital — 
Ottawa — would have the honor of 
being the first city to sell the 
stamps, and to inquire just when 
the stamps went officially on sale 
in London, Ont. 

The reason why collectors came 
to the fact that I 
was writing for several publica- 
tions on stamps as well as conduct- 
ing a regular radio program de- 
voted to philately. 

The official reply from W. E. 
Pearson was to the effect that they

went on sale on January 20, 1950, 
the same day they went on sale in 
Ottawa. 

After notifying the Chief Postal 
Inspector, N. H. MacDonald at 
that time, he conducted a thorough 
investigation of this discrepancy 
within the Post Office Department. 
I received further information on 
the case later. Mr. MacDonald 
gave me Mr. Pearson’s later letter 
to read and it, as I pointed out, pre- 
viously was a very foolish answer, 
in my opinion. 

He declared that, through lack of 
information at the time I sent my 
communication to him, he was not 
aware of the fact that 10,000 com- 
plete sets were sold on January 
19, 1950. 

Mr. MacDonald further suggest- 
ed to me not to reveal this fact, 
as it might embarrass Walter 
Turnbull, the Deputy-Postmaster- 
General, as well as Jack R. Car- 
penter, the chief of the Philatelic 
Agency, for Mr. Carpenter was just 
new on the job. 

A few weeks after that column 
appeared in this newspaper, anoth- 
er well-known philatelic magazine 
in New York City, which also car- 
ries a Canadian column, written 
by a Canadian philatelist, stated 
that he received inquiries as to 
which date was correct. 

This philatelic-writer stated that 
January, 19, 1950, was correct. 
As a matter of fact, here’s a 
side-light to this highly amusing 
incident in the philatelic world. 
The writer of that Canadian col- 
umn for the New York philatelic 
publication is the same person 
who engineered the 10,000 first-day 
covers from London, Ontario. 

In 1950, after I revealed this 
whole story to the public through 
my regular column, ‘‘In the Stamp 
World’’, which used to appear in 





the “RA News” of Ottawa, Can- 
ada, he flew to Windsor, Ontario, 
so as to be able to publicly exhibit 
that he was not trying to fool the 
collectors. 

In fact, he secured the opportun- 
ity of attending the annual con- 
vention of the Canadian Philatelic 
Society in 1950 (April) in Wind- 
sor, Ont., to show that there had 
been some business mail transmit- 
ted through the London, Ontario, 
post office the same day the unre- 
vised stamps were cancelled. Also, 
the business mail carried the unre- 
vised stamps. 

Now, anyone in his right mind 
knows full well that anyone can do 
this. What really amuses me is 
the fact that the London, post- 
master, said that 10,000 complete 
sets were sold on January, 19, 1950. 
Certainly if it was legal—that is 
if they were actually sold officially 
on January 19, 1950 — the total 
number of sets sold would be an 
odd number. 

And since I still have this letter 
from the London Postmaster; W. E.

From time to time the question 
of how many ‘‘Weeping Princess’’ 
varieties there are in circulation, 
or for that matter how many were 
released by the Canadian Post Of- 
fice Department, comes up for 
some lively discussion when any 
greup of Canadian specialists get 
together. 

Ever since the one-cent Princess 
Elizabeth stamp of the 1935 Can- 
adian Silver Jubilee series, made 
its public appearance, there have 
been many attempts at trying to 
i how many of the Weeping 
Princess varieties are in circula- 


tion. 

But, to the best of my philatelic 
knewledge, there hasn’t been any 
one who has been successful in this 
subject. 

In case there are any readers 
who are not familiar with this var- 
iety, there appears over the left eye 
ef Princess Elizabeth a dot which 
to the naked eye resembles the 
same mark that could be made 
with a fountain pen, bearing light 
green ink. 

a matter of fact, it’s so easy 
to ferge this variety that collectors 
have always been strongly advised 
to buy it from a reputable dealer 
in goed standing. 

Otherwise, they will no doubt be 
sold a forgery. ,

Rare Stamp Find 
Brings Windfall 


The story of an interesting phil- 
atelic find was carried in a recent 
edition of the Toronto, Canada 
“The Globe And Mail’, W. Byles 
of London, Ontario sent a copy of 
it which reads: 

“A storybook windfall has come 
to two members of a Port Maitland 
family who discovered three sheets 
of 46-year-old Canadian stamps in 
their home and sold them to a 
Toronto dealer for $7,500. A broth- 
er living in California shares in the 
sale. 

“The sale of three sheets of 1908 
King Edward VII stamps brought 
an income tax-free capital gain to 
Maxwell Moss, his brother Glenn 
and their sister Mrs. Rosemary 
Goff. ‘It made philatelic history by 
bringing to light the only known 
full sheet of 100 of the 50-cent 
stamp. Some of the world’s leading 
stamp handbooks will have to be 
revised. 

“The $7,500, split evenly among 
the three relatives, was paid for 
two full sheets of 100 and a third 
that had one row removed. 

“The three had removed the row 
of stamps to show to other dealers 
in their search for the highest of- 
fer. In doing this, they lost $500 be- 
cause three perfect full sheets 
would have brought them $8,000. 

The stamps, purchased by J. N. 
Sissons, Wellington St. W., have a 
face value of $199 (two of the 50- 
cent stamps were missing). 

“The largest known block of the 
purple stamps have been 28, owned 
by stamp expert Fred Jarrett of 
Toronto, and this block was men- 
tioned in the world’s stamp journ- 
als as the largest in existence. 

*“Maxwell Moss operates a boat 
livery in Port. Maitland on Lake 
Erie near Dunnville. His sister, 
Mrs. Goff, also lives in the town. 
Their brother Glenn lives in Cali- 
fornia, and the three had originally 
tried to sell the stamps there. 

“Their grandmother, Mrs. Rose 
Moss, ran the post office in Port 
Maitland about the time the stamps 
were issued in 1908. In 1912, after 
the death of Edward VII, the issue

Nicaragua is going to do a full 
scale job of honoring the United 
Nations philatelically for a set of 
seven airmails and five regulars 
has been announced with an April 
30 first day of issue. These can be 
affixed to first day covers by the 
Philatelie Agency there which 
same source will sell mint copies 
at face value plus return postage 
and registration.

horizontal shift in the ‘‘rocking-in’’ 
which these stamps are engraved. 

To the naked eye the appearance 
is that the word MEXICO appears 
to be more heavily drawn than on 
the ordinary varieties. When one 
looks at the stamps under a magni- 
fying glass he sees that all of the 
vertical lines in this word are dou- 
ble, while the horizontal lines re- 
main single. Further examination 
of the rest of the design shows 
many vertical lines double and the 
shift is evident also in the diagonal 
lines, 





The top stamp is the one with the 
double transfer especially notice- 


able in the “MEXICO”, 
tom one is normal. 


The bot- 


The double transfer occurs on 
the 33rd stamp of the sheet of 
fifty 35-centavos stamps, and on 
the 42nd stamp of the sheet of fifty 
25-centavos stamps. It appears 
once on every third sheet as they 
come from the printer so that we 
may presume that the plate from 
which these stamps are printed 
has 150 subjects, fifty to a pane. 
The double transfer is much more 
notable on the 25-centaves value 
than on the 35. 

This is the sort of variety which 
thrills the true philatelist and stu- 
dent of stamps because it affords 





him an opportunity for study of the 
printing process or illustration of 
it through the variation in the de- 
sign. To those of our readers who 
are beginning and whose experi- 
ence does not date back to the 
days when this variety occurred 
rather frequently, the following is 
an explanation. 
The current Mexican airmails, 
like the issues of United States, 
are printed by the engraving pro- 
cess, or a variation of it. (The or- 
dinary postage are printed by the 
rotogravure process so that one 
can compare the results of the two 
processes if he compares stamps 
of the air and ordinary postage. 
The beauty of design and quality 
of reproduction is best preserved 
by the engraving process.) 
In the rotogravure process, as in 
similar processes, such as_ litho- 
graphy, the design is drawn and 
then repeated as many times as 
may be desired to make up a plate 
to go into the printing press. With 
rotogravure all that would be nec- 
essary would be the photographic 
reproduction of the design on a 
master sheet from which as many 
photographic copies as desired of 
the entire plate could be made. 
This makes it a much cheaper and 
faster method of reproduction. 

Engraving, or the intaglio pro- 
cess is more complicated and 
slower. First the design is drawn 
by an artist and draftsman. Then 
it must be cut in soft steel by the 
engraver. It is of the exact size 
that the stamp is to appear when 
finished, and looks just like the 
stamp, except that what is to be in 
color on the stamp appears as if 
raised on the surface of the metal, 
and the white portion of the stamp 
is recess 

When it is finished the flat metal 
“‘die’’, as it is called, is transferred 
under heavy pressure onto the sur- 
face of a roll, and then it is tem- 
pered or hardened. The next pro- 
cess is to take the roll with the

design of a single stamp on it and 
“rock in’’ the design on a sheet of 
soft metal, usually copper in the 
old days, nowadays often some 
other metals (We have been told 
that it is an aluminum alloy in 
Mexico. ) 


When it is ready to print the 
plate has as many subjects as 
there will be stamps in a sheet, or 
in two or three or four sheets. The 
design is recessed in the metal, 
and in order to print from the plate 
it is necessary to fill the recessed 
design with ink. The surface is 
wiped clean and the paper is 
pressed against the plate so that 
the ink is left as a raised design 
on the surface. 

When, in the process of rocking 
in, the plate or the roller happen 
to move before the die has com- 
pleted its work of making an im- 
pression, there appears a doubling 
of the design, or double transfer. 

If the plate or transfer roll shifts 
to the right or left, a horizontal 
Shift results, and the lines which 
are vertical on the stamp appear 
double. If the transfer roll or plate 
moves up or down slightly before 
the impression is completed, a ver- 
tical shift results, and the hori- 
zontal lines appear double. 

In the case of a diagonal shift of 
the transfer roll, all the lines will 
appear double, horizontal, vertical 
and diagonal. In either the hori- 
zontal or vertical shifting, the di- 
agonal lines naturally also appear 
double, although not to the same 
extent as in a diagonal shift, unless 
the shift, as in the case of the 
present Mexican airmails, is quite 
marked. 

The writer has been promised 
an opportunity to visit the Mexi- 
can Government Printing Office so 
that he may soon be able to write 
authoritatively on the types of 
presses and plates being used for 
the printing of Mexican stamps.

1954 Easter Seals 
Due March 18 


The 1954 Easter Seal, designed 
for the annual appeal of the Easter 
Seal Society, March 18 to April 18, 
features a stylized Easter Lily in 
intense blue and yellow, announces 
Lawrence J. Linck, executive di- 
rector of the National Society for 
Crippled Children and Adults. 

The new Seal is an inch high 
and three quarters of an inch wide. 
The legend, “Easter Seals,” is 
printed on a bright yellow ribbon 
across the base of the lily. Behind 
the lily there is a picture of an 
envelope bearing a single seal. Be- 
we . | ae lettering, is the 

aster Seal slogan, ‘‘Help Crippled 
Children.”’ 4 a 

Earl Gross and Edward T. Ryer- 
son, nationally-known Chicago ar- 
tists, designed the seal for the Na- 
tional Society. 

The Easter lily featured in this 
year’s seal is the official symbol of 
all affiliated 1,253 Easter Seal so- 
cieties. It was selected as the tra- 
ditional symbol of hope and re- 
birth for both the Easter season 
and for the work of the Easter 
Seal Society, which provides di- 
rect service, education and re- 
search for the nation’s crippled. 

The seal, in sheets of 100, will 
go into millions of American homes 
as the major means of raising 
funds for care and treatment serv- 
ices for crippled children. Of the 
funds raised, 91.7 percent remain 
in the state where raised, the other 
8.3 percent going for a national pro- 
gram of service, research and edu- 
cation. 

Funds received from Easter Seal 
contributions in 1954 will be used 
to maintain and expand services 
to crippled children and adults in 
all 48 states, District of Columbia, 
Alaska, Hawaii and Puerto Rico.

ELIZABETH CORONATIONS. 
Complete mint sets of 106 stamps 
are quite scarce with prices ad- 
vancing and will probably go 
much higher. However it now ap- 
pears that complete used sets and 
first day covers will be scarcer 
than mint due to mishaps. Falk- 
land Islands and Dependencies are 
scarce and it is rumored that a 
ship carrying substantial supplies 
of used stamps and first day cov- 
ers iS missing. 

An unconfirmed rumor states 
that this ship after a breakdown, 
transferred all mail to an Argen- 
tine ship, and on arrival in Argen- 
tina, these stamps were confisca- 
ted as Argentina for some years 
has refused to honor Falkland 
stamps as they claim that Falkland 
belongs to Argentina. 

Whatever the cause very few, 
if any, used stamps and covers ar- 
rived in England. Some supplies 
did reach here and queries disclose 
that some large wholesale dealers 
received none. I am advised by 
Alex A. Jason of Grand Rapids, 
Mich., that he was lucky and did 
receive a substantial supply of 
used stamps and F.D. covers which 
he is now selling to collectors. 

I am also informed that, when 
the plane ‘‘Comet’”’ crashed into 
the sea, a large supply of mint and 
used Coronations of Sarawak and 
other Far East British, were lost. 
These mishaps tend to increase the 
searcity of mint and used com- 
plete Elizabeth Coronation sets, 
and collectors who obtained com- 
plete mint sets at around $7.50 to 
$8.00 were lucky. 

CANADA. On April Ist, Canada 
will release 4 new design stamps. 
A 5c blue will portray a more re- 
cent likeness of Queen Elizabeth. 
A gray 4c stamp will show a wal- 
rus, a 5c blue a beaver and a 15c 
black stamp will show a gannet.

Well, you certainly went to town 
on Pat Herst’s offer to send you 
$2.50 worth of face value mint com- 
memoratives, 3c to 5c, for your 
philatelic mail. Over 300 responded 
and Pat was able to care for all 
but about 25 late-comers who will 
be supplied in a few days as more 
postage comes in. So Linn readers 
owe him a hig vote of thanks. 

Some of you weren’t very fair 
about it though. About 25 asked 
for several lots for ‘‘friends’’, 
which threatened to cut down the 
supply available for others. Fur- 
thermore, half of you sent checks 
instead of the stipulated money or- 
ders, which meant that you were 
asking Pat to supply you below 
face because New York state banks 
charge a minimum of 5c to cash a 
check. That wasn’t a very polite 
thing to do!.Some 50 of you failed 
to provide the stipulated stamped 
addressed envelope and were nat- 
urally charged postage. Why 
should Pat pay it? After all, a 
deal’s a deal. Then, too, about 20 
of you said ‘‘Enclosed is $2.50’ and 
pact a iy a $2, so you 
naturally got at actual- 
ly paid for. ies 

One small town lad asked for 
these face value goods on approval. 
He should try THAT on his home 
town postmaster, The prize goes 
to another obvious novice who re- 
turned this lot because not every 
one of the mint Philatelic Agency 
items supplied was precisely ma- 
thematically centered!! If Pat 
weren’t good natured, he’d have 
developed ‘‘a mad”’ on some of you 
sure enough, but, as it was, he 
treated it as a huge joke. 

Collectors frequently gripe about 
what dealers do or don’t do, and 
what letters they do write! How- 
ever, there’s another side to the 
matter, you may be sure. I know 
hundreds of dealers the country 
over and know what they’re up 


honest opinion is that for every 
complaint a collector has against 
the trade, dealers have 50 against 
thoughtless and inconsiderate per- 
sons and ‘‘free riders’? who cold- 
bloodedly grab everything in sight. 
Collectors should acquire manners 
in maturing and then everybody 
would be happier. 

I myself get 15-20 requests for 
i ation a week. The data 
sought would frequently take hours 
to supply—looking in this book and 
that. I don’t mind five minutes or 
so, but that’s surely a reasonable 
limit ‘‘for free.” Half the time 
there isn’t even a stamped, ad- 
dressed envelope enclosed for the 
reply. Naturally such communica- 
tions are tossed into the waste bas- 
ket. Every columnist has the same 
experience and dealers are har- 
rassed by them. There’s a definite 
code of ethics for collectors to fol-

cent experience shows that too 
many ignore it completely. 

Well, it was nice to be able to 
help so many of you out and I 
know that, as a group, you appre- 
ciated it. I myself got two ‘‘thank 
yous” and Pat got five.

When stamps make the news, 
millions of folks read about it.

TRIPS. 


Recently there has been much 
publicity in the journals about a 
double print overprint in an old 
German issue for the Mariana Is- 
lands. Some journals carried an 
enlarged photo of the stamp and the 
comment was that the second im- 
pression was very faint but dis- 
cernable. 

This very type of a double print 
in ‘‘Precancels”’ is called a ‘“TRIP”’ 
and by many is NOT considered 
as a full fledged double. The ex- 
planation is simple enough of how 
the thing happened. 

A gummed sheet of stamps will 
not lay perfectly flat on the platen 
of a letter press and if for any 
reason the operator must engage 
the throw-off or TRIP while the 
press is running, the platten comes 
close enough to the type in the 
chase to make a faint impression 
on the partly curled up sheet that 
is laying on the platen. 

I do not know just when throw- 
offs came into use on presses so I 
may be all wet on the first guess. 
However I operated a press that 
had no Throw-off, and it was big 
enough to take a sheet of stamps, 
and the same thing could have hap- 


€/ pened in a slightly different man- 


ner. If you were not pumping the 
press too fast and wanted to stop it 
you tramped down on the treadle 
and grabbed the fly wheel. Gener- 


1.00} ally by that time the press was 


about to close. 

Tt’s an easy matter to reverse a 
press once you got it stopped. So 
in some manner like the above the 
Mariana stamp got its second faint 
impression and quite likely will be 
a newly listed variety and quite 
valuable. 

Precancel collectors will quite 
likely go on calling such impres- 
sions “‘TRIPS” and either pass 
them up or do a lot of growling 
about the whole thing. Just the 
same whether a foreign collector 
or a precancel collector the thrill 
of a find is something all seek, and 
few find, and the fun is in the 
chase.

BELGIUM — The 20th anniver- 
sary of the death of King Albert I 
is to be commemorated by the issu- 
ance of three stamps. King Albert 
I died in a climbing accident on 
February 17, 1934, Values and de- 
signs, according to Whitfield King 
and Co. are to be: 2 franc plus 50c, 
a statue of King Albert I on horse- 
back; 4 plus 2 fr., a view of a 
proposed monument to be erected 
at Marche-les-Dames, the place of 
his death and a 9 plus 4.50 fr, a 
view of Marche-les-Dames. 

BULGARIA — Recently issued 
were two stamps showing music 
and dancing. A 16c red-brown, 
shows a boy playing an accordion. 
A 44c green, pictures a couple in 
native costumes, dancing. 

HUNGARY — Information re- 
ceived from the Hungarian Minis- 
try of Posts advises that three val- 
ues have been added to the build- 
ing set picturing various buildings 
and constructions. The stamps are: 
10f purple; 50f blue and 70f ochre. 

The Ministry also advises of a 
three value series issued on Janu- 
ary 21 honoring Lenin. A 40f green, 
pictures a portrait of Lenin 60f 
brown, pictures Lenin addressing a 
meeting, and a 1Ft claret, shows a 
profile portrait of Lenin. 

IRAN — Five stamps, all featur- 
ing fish as the main motif, were 
recently issued. The stamps, hon- 
oring the country’s fishing industry 
are: 1 rial green; 2.50r_ bluish- 
green; 3r orange; 5r dark green, 
and 10r red. 

JAPAN — The Philatelic Agency 
of Tokyo has announced that the 
500 yen value of the regular issue 
will have a change in design.

But before that time, in 1645, a 
revolution exploded in that area un- 
der the leadership of the four pic- 
tured en the stamp.

‘The Hollanders under the leader- 
ship of Col. Hons were given a 
sound trouncing.

Reinforcements were 
brought from Europe and pre- 
pared for the march against the 
revolutionaries. Numbering a su- 
perior army of 4500 men, this wnit 
was defeated by the local contin- 
gent having only 2500. 
But there is a story here, just as 
there was for the many defeats the 
American pioneers suffered from 
the Indians until the Americans 
learned to fight the Indians in In- 
dian fashion and beat them at their 
own style. That was making use of 
ali natural cover, shooting from be- 
hind rocks, trees, and from the 
tall grasses. The Dutch used the 
classic military style of the time 
of marching in solid units to the 
assault, and were easy targets. 

Commanding the Dutch army 
was General Sigismunde Van Sch- 
keppe. The hostilities were known 
as “The First Battle of Guarar- 
apes’’ and have been recognized 
by Brazil with a stamp in 1949.

RELIGIOUS MOTIFS

arrow in either hand held far 
apart, to show, I presume, that he 
is not going to shoot; and coming 
out of his mouth is one of these 
loops to indicate conversation, like 
in the funny pictures of our news- 
papers. 

_ It is the words which this Indian 
is represented as saying that in- 
terest us. They are, ‘‘Come over 
and help us.” Now there is nothing 
religious about these words them- 
selves. It is only when we know 
where they come from and why the 
Puritans represented this Indian as 
saying them, that their religious 
meaning becomes evident. 

The Apostle Paul, when he set 
out on his second missionary jour- 
ney, intended, after re-visiting the 
churches he had established on his 
first trip, to travel farther north 
into Asia Minor to preach the Gos- 
pel there also. But, St. Luke tells 
us, he was hindered by the Spirit, 
and when he came to Troas, Acts 
16:9, ‘‘a vision appeared to Paul in 
the night: There stood a man of 
Macedonia, and prayed him, say- 
ing, ‘Come over into Macedonia 
and help us.’” And so Paul 
crossed the Aegean Sea and 
brought the message of the Gospel 
to the peoples of southern Europe. 
The Puritans who settled the 
Mass. Bay Colony left England as 
fugitives from religious persecu- 
tion, but they also regarded them- 
selves as missionaries of the Gos- 
and conceived of the inhabi- 
tants of the New World as beckon- 
ing them, as the Macedonian man 
did Paul, to come over and tell 
them about the glad tidings of sal- 
vation. 

For obvious reasons, the words 
‘into Macedonia’? were omitted 
from the quotation on the seal and 
hence on the stamp. 

The 8c Value of the National 
Parks series of 1934 shows a view 
in Zion National Park. The name 
‘Zion’ which appears on the stamp 
is a Bibical name. It is the name 
of one of the hills of Jerusalem, 
the one on which the Temple was 
built. The rock formation pictured 
is called ‘The Great White 
Throne’, a term used in the Book 
of Revelations to describe the 
throne of God. 

The religious climate in England 
during the first half of the 17th 
Century was no more salubrious 
for Roman Catholics than it was 
for Puritans and Separatists. Neith- 
er recognized the King of England 
as the head of the Church and 
both, though for different reasons, 
objected to being forced to sub- 
scribe to the authority and the 
creed of the church of England. 
And so Catholics also sought for a 
place where they would be free 


dictates of their conscience. 

One group, under the leader- 
ship of the Calverts, or Lord Balti- 
mores, embarked for the New 
World and settled in Maryland in 
1634. Because they regarded the 
ship of which they sailed as a 
means of escape from persecution 
somewhat after the manner in 
which Noah’s Ark was an escape 
from the waters of the deluge, they 
called it the ‘‘Ark’’. But they could 
not quite all get on the Ark, so 
the rest of them followed the Ark 
in a smaller ship which they called 
the ‘‘Dove’”’ after the dove which 
Noah let out of the Ark to see if 
the waters had assuaged and 
which they presumed followed the 
Ark until it found a place to build 
a nest. 

The names of these ships, ‘““The 
Ark’”’ and ‘‘The Dove’? appear on 
the Maryland Tercentennary issue 
of 1834. The connection with relig- 
ion is, of course, that the story of 
Noah and the Ark comes from the 
Bible. 

There are a few more stamps of 
this country which show Catholics 
in their design—think of the Colum- 
bian issue—but there are two which 
show Catholic priests in clerical 
garb, and which should therefore 
be included in a_ collection of 
stamps on religion. 

The 1c Trans-Mississippi shows 
Father Marquette on the Missis- 
sippi. The object of Marquette’s 
travels to the West was not for ex- 
ploration but like St. Paul and like 
the Puritans, his mission was to 
bring the Gospel to those who had 
not yet heard the good news, in his 
case, the Indians. 

The Coronado Expedition com- 
mem of 1940 shows a missionary 
priest prominently in its design 
apparently reading from a prayer 
book. Missionaries generally were 
to be found in all parties of ex- 
ploration. 

To the great credit of the early 
Roman Catholics in the country, it 
can be said that they were the ones 
who first established here, freedom 
of religion. The Puritans in Massa- 
chusetts indeed wanted freedom to 
worship as they believed right, but 
they were not ready to give the 
same privilege to others who dif- 
fered from them in form of wor- 
ship or creed. And so while Pro- 
testants enjoyed religious freedom 
in Catholic Maryland, Roger Wil- 
liams, himself a Protestant, was 
forced to flee in a blinding snow- 
storm from Protestant Massachu- 
setts because he disagreed on cer- 
tain points of doctrine and was on 
the point of being deported back 
to England. 

It is interesting to note that of 
the freedoms listed on the Four 
Freedoms stamp of 1943, it is only 
Freedom of religion that we com- 
pletely enjoy. If you think we have 
real freedom of speech, try getting 
up on a bench in some park and 
start spouting some radical and so- 
called subversive political ideas 
and see how far you get. 
As to freedom from fear and 
want, we do not live in constant 
dread of having our homes invaded 
by the Gestapo or the FBI, but 
there are plenty of things we still 
fear, A-bomb for example, and 
many people in this country are 
still in want of the very neces- 
saries of life, food, shelter and 
clothing. ; ; 
The same freedoms, including 
that of religion, are listed on the 
5c Roosevelt Memorial stamp of 
1945. On this stamp be are » 
rimposed upon a g , Signity- 
io Roosevelt’s desire to make 
these freedoms universal. A laud- 
able ideal, but still, ever so far as 
religion is conecerned, from being 
realized. But these two stamps do 
show, I think, that the people of 
this country, both those who have 
no religion at all and the most in- 
tensely religious, feel that religion 
is a matter which the government 
should not attempt to regulate or 
interfere with. 
Roger Williams, as I have indi- 
cated, was forced to leave Massa- 
chusetts and seek religious free- 





to worship God according to the 


dom elsewhere. Like the Calverts 





in Maryland, he believed in free- 
dom of religion not only for him- 
self but for others also. The book 
which he is shown as carrying on 
the Rhode Island Tercentennary 
stamp of 1936 is inscribed ‘‘Soul 
Liberty’’ may well be a treatise on 
that very subject. 

But it is the anchor shown at 
the lower left of this stamp that 
interests us from the _ religious 
standpoint. You will note the word 
“hope”? inscribed above it. Hope 
in the religious sense of the word, 
is symbolized by an anchor. It is 
secure, it is sure. 

In ordinary conversation we of- 
ten use in the sense of wishing for 
something we are not sure of get- 
ting or even sure of not getting, 
like on a cloudy day when it looks 
very much like rain, we may say, 
“I hope it doesn’t rain’ although 
we have every reason to believe 
that it will. In a religious sense 
hope is more like the yearning of a 
sleepless invalid for morning. He 
hopes for the dawn because he 
knows that eventually it will come. 
In like manner a sincere believer 
hopes for release from this life of 
pain and suffering, he hopes for 
the glory that awaits him beyond 
the Jordan which unbelievers ridi- 
cule as ‘“‘pie in the sky’’, he hopes 
for the return of Christ upon the 
clouds, he hopes for these things 
because he knows they will come. 

In that sense, his hope is an 
anchor, not so much because he 
clings to it, but rather because like 
the anchor holds the ship in a 
storm and not the ship the an- 
chor his hope holds him fast. That 
is the meaning of the anchor of 
hope as depicted on this particular 
stamp. 

And now in this last group of 
stamps on religion, we come to 
the most significant religious sym- 
bol of all — the cross. Columbus 
carried it with him across the un- 
chartered Atlantic as can be seen 
on the two cent Columbian stamp, 
just above and behind the head of 
Columbus. The Pilgrims, the Puri- 
tans, the Calverts and Roger Wil- 
liams, the Huguenots and Walloons 
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tlements, Marquette preached it to 
Indians in the West. Sweden incor- 
porated it in its national flag as 
shown on the John Ericsson Me- 
morial stamp of 1926. And the Uni- 
ted States has fastened it to the 
uniforms of its chaplains, and thus 
proclaims itself, at least, nominal- 
ly a Christian nation. It is the core 
of true religion and without it, re- 
ligion is only a hollow sham. It 
represents the central event of all 
history. We date our calendars 
from the birth of Him who hung 
on it and gave his life a ransom 
for many. 

I can think of no more fitting 
peroration to an article of this 
kind than the words which Shake- 
speare puts into the mouth of Hen- 
ry IV as he contemplates a cru- 
sade to Palestine and describes it 
as the land ‘Over whose acres 
walked those blessed feet, which 
fourteen hundred years ago were 
nailed for our advantage on the 
bitter cross.”
